The Ingraban brought the Namyong’s 
passengers to Singspors, 

Regarding the reported loss of the 
steamer Namyong no: farther partioalara 
hava been received here as to what may be 
the nitimate fate of that vessel. Both the 
captain and chief mato of the steamer 
Ingraban are convinced that the Namyong 
is; probably, now lying beached on the 
const of Seruta Ieland, At the fime the 
Namyong threw up the signals of distress 
she was distant about forty miles from the 
jeland. Tho captain and tho chief mate of 
the Ingraban assume that, on the Namyong 
finding that she had sprong s leak, she at 
ones turned back and headed for tha shore. 
The captain of the Zngraban says that 
the Namyong had all her boats ready for 
laonching, with’ the devits slang out, 20 
that there could be no time lost in taking 
to the boats, if it became uecassary to resort 
to gach » contingency. Thé Zngraban, 
when dhe saw the distress rockets, searched 
the neighbourhood where the vessel was 
last seen, that ia, jadging from the rockets, 
for a period of over two honrs. If waa a 
moonlight right; and the Ingraban could 
sea neither a veatige of wreckaze-nor any 
signs of. tho Namyong. From this, the 
opinion as to the Namyong being beached, 
aeons more conclusive to Captain Piper.

“At present home-keoping mountaineers 
have no Guides of the kind: available, I 
believe 1" : 

‘No; auatches and patches bavo been 
written here and there in a sporadic way 
about this district and the other, but there 
is nothing permanent. Where local in- 
formation is eoucorned—left in the hotel 
book by previous climbers, or othorwise— 
the Guides, it is hoped, will be a‘ pags and 
completion to it. . 

«Now, let mo ask, what does mountai 
climbing at homa amount 10?” . : 

“GQortainly a great deni. Daring the 

t few-yoars there has been an immenso 
increaso in the number of mon who olimb 
for climbing’s aake in the British Isles, 
There is every reason to suppose that thie 
growth will go ov, especially as all the 
climbing grounds ‘get. more and more 
intimately -known., Some of those who 
have done the best work in tho Alps have 
begun by climbing et home. The prepara- 
tion is very excellent, especially in the 
winter, when oxporience can ba got among 
anow and ice,” one 

*Would you say that much danger at. 
taches to British mountain climbing?’ 

“Your question is not easy to answer. 
Compared with the Alps our crags ate 
trifles, and so home climbihg cannot be 
contrasted with Alpine climbing.- But the 
dangor attending mountgingering enywhore 
ix roeasored by the precautions takon. to 
avoid it. Jf half-a-dezon men, taking 
neither ropes mor axes with them, sot out 
to dlimb in Cumberland say,’ at Christmas 
timo, when ice and snow are on the ground, 
they would be xunning grove riska, How- 
ever, the men you find climbing in Cum- 
berland at Ohtistmas—and thors ara great 
nomberd of them now-a-days—don't do 
that. They ga into the thing properly 

—-armed; they ‘snow precisely what-they havo. 
to face and how to face it. Sheer inex- 
perience, an imperfect physical state—oh, 
risk might arise ina variety of ways, but 
hardly in any way thatis not to be fore- 
seen. . . 

‘You mentioned Comberland. Would 
you call it the headquarters of mountain- 
eoring in England 3” a 

‘Undoubtedly. The south-west portion 
of the Lake District affords the best climb- 
ing in England. Of Wastdale Head as a 
resort for mountaineers everybody has 
heard, The charsoteristics of the Lake 
climbing ground, Ishould describe, as ateep 
rooka and very fine gulleys. Wentmoreland 
agd abutting points of Lancashire--Coni- 
aton, for example—come-withia tho Lake 

ound, of course. Probably the climbs in 
Gestmerelend would be a little milder 
then in Comberland, and they are not so 
thick. . The points of Lancashire to which 
T have alluded yield ono or two maguifioont 
climbs.” 

‘What about Derbyshire 7? 

* Wall, it is dificult to find really good 
climbs in Derbyshire. A vertical wall is of 
no wap toa climber, because he can’t get up 
from the beginning, and it would be stupid 
to try. Anyhow, limentone rock, auch os 
you Bnd in” Derby;~is-apt-to- be- rotten. 
Millatone grit makes a nico climb, but it 
rately existe in any great mass, 50 the 
climb is too short, There are a few 
places in Yorkshire whore one may find 
climbing, but the mountains are rather 
lumpy, I mean they are roundish in their 
peaks—the ruggedness worn off by the 
weather “and thus are less attractive. Ta 
Devonshire there sro thaiters of Dartmoor 
and some const climbing,.and in Cornwall 
dintinctly difficalt coast work.. ‘To the firat 
gaide-book,”‘ England,’ Mr A, F. Mum- 
mery, whose knowledge of the subject is 
unrivalled, is contributing an articlo on 
chalk climbing, something with a dash of 
freshnesa, that will be.’ .. 

‘As to Wales, the grant mountaineering 
district is, I supposa, about Snowden 7’ 

‘Yes; and on Cader Idris, although 
that is hardly so good as Snowden, Walzh 
climbing’ in ils characterintics reasembles 
the Lakes, but speaking anally I prefer 
the latter. But then I need hardly say 
that a district ix « matter of taste, and that
